We have done this by talks before 
student groups, by a dignified newsletter and by participation of 
community leaders through talks and discussions. These activities 

must be continued, but on a larger scope. This is the key-note of 

my platform. I would insist upon an expansion of these activities. 


4, I would endever to find some way in which to garner more active 
participation among our members in speeding up progress. Too long 
we have had too many auditors and not enough coers. 


Se I want action in all areas and good coordination of that action. 
One of my first acts would be to revise the constitution ana by-laws 
in such a manner as to achieve better internal coordination and 
expansion of activities. 


6- We must achieve a closer association with other homophile 
organizations especially in our own state. 


7. We all appreciate that we have a meeting place through the 
generous charity of the Unitarian Church and its Pastor. We should 
contribute to the high ideals of the church irrespective of the 
individuel faith of each of us. I would make every effort to do 80. 


8. I will attempt to have all membership become a greater part of 
the contributions to the Newsletter and I would hope to find some 
way to engender those contributions. 


Conclusion: We have a splendid organization which has had a number 
of notable accomplishments. I would attempt to increase those 
contributions through new actions and new ideas. For this, we need 
the support of all members.
